Chicago, Aug. 23.—Clarence S. Dar­ 
row made a strong appeal to Chief 
Justice John R. Caverly to save N a­ 
than Leopold and Richard Loeb from

Robert Franks. 
Darrow blamed “misguided youth” 
for the crime. 
He said: 
“ Your honor, anxiety over this case 
has not been due to the facts of this 
case alone, but to the undue publicity 
that has been given this case, laigely 
through the newspapers. 
The front 
pages 01 the newspapers of Chicago 
have regaled the people witli ail so n s 
of stones about the case until almost 
every person has formed an opinion 
The result ot all this is that many 
people are not concerned in the kind 
of punishment handed out. 
All they 
think of is death." 
Darrow declared the defense had 
done all it could to gain the confi­ 
dence of the public 
We promised 
the public that no excessive amount 
Of money would be used in this ease 
by lawyers and psychiatrists, and we 
have taithtuiiy kept that promise.’ he 
said, 
explaining 
that 
the 
defense 
ahem sis are being paid according to 
the statu alienists and that the law­ 
yers fees would be tixed by the bar 
association. “ If we iai! it will not be 
lor lack of money, but 011 account of 
money,’’ Darrow cried, smashing his

But. your honor, we are asking this 
court to save their lives—and that is 
the least and the most that a judge 
can do.’’ 
Darrow’s appeal at times 
proved 
too much for the slayers’ self-control.

families, the grief of mothers, the 
sorrow of fathors, the blasted hopes 
for the boys themselves, Loeb tlicked 
tears from his chocks and Leopold 
•tumbled from 
the 
courtroom with 
bowed head.

It is said the merger will consoli­ 
date the Manufacturers’ Light, Heat 
and Power company, the Union Las 
and Fuel company of Pittsburgh anti 
the Ohio 
Fuel 
Supply company of 
Pittsburgh and Columbus. 
The deal 
will throw- together assets ot $85,UuU,- 
OUU it was intimated. 
The Ohio Fuel Supply company con­ 
trols the Ohio Fuel Las company, the 
Columbus Gas and Fuel company and 
the Federal Gas and Fuel company, 
the producing and distributing agen­ 
cies which furnish the gas supply for 
this city. 
Control of the distributing 
companies was acquired by the Ohio 
Fuel Supply company after a series 
of transfers and mergers in which the 
local holdings were purchased irom 
the Pure Oil company, of which they 
originally were ^subsidiaries. 
The merger is believed here to be 
the local gas company’s answer to 
the contention of Columbus city coun­ 
cil that gas should be sold at a price 
giving a lair return on the value of 
property used in the service. 
At sev­ 
eral times during the negotiations for 
a gas rate before city council, gas 
company 
officials 
intimated 
they 
would sell their gas elsewhere if Co­ 
lumbus would not pay the required 
price, regardless of the return made 
possible by that rate. 
Plausibility of tin 
theory that the 
Ohio Fuel Supply comj nu\ ma\ try 
to divert its gas away from Columbua 
is strengthened by the fat 1 that gas- 
producing 
territory 
of 
these 
three 
companies and their main lines are 
located in Ohio and West Virginia, 
within a short distance of each other. 
The Manufacturers* Light and Heat 
company raised its price for gas in 
the Pittsburgh district to ti > cents per 
1,900 last year. 
This is substantially 
the rate tin- local gas companies are 
asking in Columbus. Council recently 
passed an ordinance fixing the rale 
at 40 cents.

COMPRESSION IS 
SERIOUS MATTER 


President Greer Gives Some 
Sound Advice on How to 
Master Grave Problem. 


(By ERW IN GREER, President Greer Col­ 
lege of Automotive Engineering. Chicago.) 
During our apprenticeship In the 
auto school, garage or breaking In on 
our first car, each one of us has been 
commanded to go out and buy a can 
of compression. 
After a conscientious 
search and being passed from one me­ 
chanic to another some one suddenly 
spilled the beans. 
It was then that 
we discovered that a can of compres 
‘ilon is similar to a left-handed mon­ 
key wrench. 
We laughed about it and 
then took on the next automobile boob. 
And since the coming of the self­ 
starter, engine compression might as 
well be In a can for all the average 
motorcar owner knows or cares. 
But 
the secret of the sweet-running engine 
is—compression. 
Turn Over the Engine. 
Try the compression of each cylin­ 
der by turning the engine over with 
the hand crank. 
If It is weak or lf It 
varies in different cylinders, have the 
trpubJe repaired at once. Compression 
may leak past the piston rings; it may 
escape through a leaky valve, or ooze 
past a spark plug. There possibly may 
De a cracked cylinder, in which case 
you arc totally “out of luck.” 
The piston rings may have turned 
so that the openings nre all In line, or 
you may be using such a light oil 
that the engine does not get a tight 
compression seal. 
Oil when heated Is 
very thin. 
In some cases patented 
piston rings will help eliminate the 
leakage. 
If the cylinder is worn oval 
there is no remedy except that of re­ 
placing it. 
Kerosene will hPlp free 
the rings of carbon, but it if best to 
use It when you are ready to drain 
off the old crnnk-ca8e oil. 
Make sure that the spark plugs fit 
tightly and that they are provided 
with good asbestos gaskets A cracked 
porcelain will allow compression to 
escape. 
Look over the priming cups and see 
that 
they 
all 
fit 
tightly 
and 
stay 
closed.

During 
compression 
the

should be tightly closed. 
A broken 
spring or faulty adjustment will pre­ 
vent their closing, and this will result 
In no compression at all, or, In the 
case of incorrect timing, the trouble 
will be noticeable as a lack of power 
In all cylinders. 
Carbon under tin* 
valves will prevent them from seat­ 
ing tightly. 
The remedy here is to 
keep the engine free from carbon, the 
valves clean arid be sure that (he tim­ 
ing of tile valves and tile tappet ad 
justment are as set down In your in 
st ruction book. 
When an engine that Is clean, prop 
erly 
lubricated 
and 
bus its 
valves 
ground regularly shows a serious loss 
of power, the lack of proper compres 
slon may safely he ascribed to the 
piston rings having worked Into line, 
or the cylinders having worn to a 
point where the pistons are unduly 
loose. 
With the modern type rings, 
the former is a rare fault nowadays, 
so that the cause Is narrowed down to 
plain wear. 
These are the chief causes of loaf 
of compression. 
Watch the compres­ 
sion—It will save you money that oth­ 
erwise you would give to the repair 
man.
